Sir, 

Agreeably to the request coiveyed in your letter. No. S71, dated 
the 16th ICareh laat, I have the honor to forward fo you, for lubmiaaion 
to the OoTemment, a Report from the Trafic Manager of thia Company 
upon the working of the Traffic doling the part ten months, and such 
charges in the Rates and Farce, and CUaiifreation of Goods, as hia ex- 
p^ence leads him to propose. 
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S. In lubmitting tlui Report, I it mnj be uadentood thnt^the 
Rntee and Faree are not eoch aa Uue Conpanj would i^comcnaad for 
adoption at a final arrangemeaL Hke Pnblic baeingj dnr^ the Ifi ne has 
been opened far tniEe, been accustomed to rates eatrenely low, it ii not 
deemed expedient to make a wtej marked chaage in the rates, hy now 
lubaticuting for adoption those preriotulj p ropos ed by the Traffic Ma¬ 
nager in bis Utter, No. S5> dated 89th 1855, but rather to 

amend the fault of very low rates by dcfreee. 

5. Our experUttce, in the working of this line for the last ten 
months, l^tt dhown os that extreroly low fares ars in themselves not suf¬ 
ficient to ensure to the Railway the conveyance of all the traffic of the 
District to it; and it ia confidently believed that an equal quantity of 
Goods would have been conveyed Aad our rates been higher. 

5. The objects, it appears to me, to be kept io view, are facilities and 
nceommodation; with these the Traffic would increase day by day, without 
them our operations most contione to be restricted. Facilities should 
be afforded to the Public, as 1 have in previvna eoinmunications brought 
to the notice of the Govenuiient, to leave Madras in the morning and to 
return the same day; the neeeatity for such arrafigemetit was remarked 
upon by the Chamber of Commerce, and ia called for by the unanimous 
voice of the Public. It has been proposed to afford this accommodation 
without any great additional coat, by the running of mixed trains. The 
Board of Directors of this Company, as you arc aware, in their letters to 
rnjr address, have approved of the running of such trains; and the senti¬ 
ments so conveyed, I j)eed not inform you, h&ve the concorreoce of the 
Honorable the Court of Directors and of the Board of Control; I there¬ 
fore beg again to solicit the Oovemraent to re^naider this very Import- 
anl question, and to authorise the running of mixed trains. 

5. The receipt and ddirery of Goods have also been the subject 
of serious considcratiwi Ike question is now before tbe Board of Direct¬ 
ors, with the view to this Company undertaking the conveyance of 
Goods trom the warehouse of tbe consigner to that of the consignee. 

6. The standard weight, the Indian Mauad, ordered to be used oa 
this Railway, is the source of constant nfereace and of difficulties to tho 
Native Trader, I would b^ etnngly to recommend that we be allowed 
to transact our business as we may find tbe most desirable. In respect 
to statistical sUteaents for the inforiBation of tbe Government, I beg to 
state that they can be prepared in any denominatioa of weight that may 
be ordered. 1 would addoce the Great Indian Peuinsular Railway's 

** Time and Rate Table,** given in Tons, in support of my recommendation 
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Out our standard weight should not he Mauuds. The terminal charge 
bu also been found to be objectionable; In the preparation of the present 
rates such charges bare been omitted. 

7. The alteratioos I proposed in the Rates and Farea are> 1 ma^ 
briefly atate, the reduction of the 8nd Clast Fare from D pies to 7 pies 
per mile, and the raisitw of the 3rd Ctasa Pare from 4 piea to 5 pies, as 
recommended hy the B Ard of Directors. The I st Class £iro rsmainiug 
as at present. 

8. It is also proposed, to meet a UitRcuUy in booking the nume¬ 
rous traveUers st Trivsllore on occssions of festivals, a'hich causo the 
detention of the Trains, that return Tickets he gran tod. on such occasions, 
at one Rupee each for the double journey. A considerable reduction 
Is proposed in the parcel rates. 

f). The rates for Horses. Carrisges, and Dogs, it is proposed to leave 
unchanged. 

10. In the Goods it is proposed to alter the claasifleatjoD. but not 
to make aiiy great changes in the rates. 

11. The flrst Class will be at 8 pies tbe Ton per mile. $nc/u<iinp 
terminal charges ; in this claas will be salt and such goods as are not 
liable to damage from espo&ure to weather, and the rate is as near as 
possible to that now in use. 

12. A 2nd Clasa is proposed to bo introduced, at 10 pies per ton per 
mile i io this class will be those goods now in the 1st Class other than the 
above, and a few others. 

13. The 3rd Claas is at 13 plea the ton per mile, aaneai possible to 
our present 2ad Clasa rate. 

li. The 4ih Class, at 21 piea per ton per mile, also as near aa can 
be to oiir present 3rd Claaa rate, inclnding terminal charge. 

J 5. Thus it will be eeen we propoee to carry—

I have bad the hcmor to recmve jour letter. No. 44 of the 19th 
March, forwardiog latter. No. S71. from the ConsultisgEsgiaaer forRan< 
ways, dated ^ iStb idem, requesting that yon will furnish *' a revised 
** list of Gooda. with your pr esen t viewa on the clasaificaticin. and that foM 
** will state whether your opinimis, as expressed in former reports, on 
'* the subject of Rates for Pamengms and Goods, have undergone any 
change, and if so. what Batea you would propose to catablish irom 
Afid after the lat July next.** 

9. I have now the honor to submit No. 1. a lime and Fare Table, 
ahowing the times and number of Trains which I think should hs run 
upon this Railway, as wsU as the Fares for Paaaengers and Rates for Par* 
cell, Luggage. Horses, Carriages, and Doga. I also submit No. 2, a 
clamifieation of and Rates for Goods, which I would reeonmead for sdop* 
tiou—both to coma into operation on the 1st July next 

8. In submitting thsee Rates sad Fans and proposed time of trains, 
beg to offer the following obserrationa for your CMirideration. 

4. With reference to the obserratioo, pen I of the Consulting 
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Ivn gip^er** l«tter, No. 271, ‘‘TTtcy (die Oorenunent) do not doubt, 
*' but OiBX the result of your Traffic opcndooi, up to th« present time, 
*' will throw some further l%ht upon the questioQ,*' I hare the honor 
to observe that I conceiTe it ii very difficult indeed to draw any sound 
or catUfutory result from the operations upon this Railway, dther in 
the coaching or goods traffic, up to the present tune, bssed as these oper* 
stions hare besn, as it appears to me, upon no sound principle. 

5. My opinions in this re^tect srs founded, as regards the eoaebing 
Traffic, comprising Ptssengen, Parcels, Luggage, Horses, Csrriages and 
Dogs: 

^st. Upon the unsatisfisetory amngmneot of the Trains run¬ 


ning upon the Railway, their Dumber, and dm s of starting. 

Second. Upon the great diftmnee in the Fares charged for the 
respective classes of Passengers; the Second Class being more than double 
the rate of the Tbird« and the Pint Clam double the rate charged for the 
second, end more than four times that charged for tbs Third Class, whilst 
all classes of Passengers aliko travel by the same Train. 

Third. Upon the very hi^ and prohibitory rate for Paresis. 

6. 1 may here mention, as eompriiing the remaining items of Coach¬ 
ing Traffic, that I consider the rates charged for Passengers, Luggage, 
Horsca, Carnages, and Dogs, as being satisfaetory. 

7. As regards the first point, via. the unsatis&ctory arrangement of 
the Trains running upon the Railway, their number and time of starting. 

fi. In my letter, No. 35, of the 29th December lS5d, I expressed an 
opinion that not lea than two Truns each way should be run upon tho 
Railway, so that the same accommodation might he afforded to those 
who required to tnvcl Baetward as well m to those who required to tra¬ 
vel Westward. 


9. So for from these views having been acted upon, there has heen 
only hilf the accommodation afforded to those travelling Eatward, by 
a Train which left the Westers Tenaioua at a most inconvenient hour, 
vii. 5-30 a.K«, for the first 6 months fron the opening of the Une, whidi, 
on its return, acrired at the same Terminus so late in the evening as to 
render a ioumev undertaken under such orcnmitances most inconvenient. 


10. I eonnder therefore that the Pa s s e nger Traffic Eastward has 
met with no sufficient encouragement by the arrangement of the Trains; 
whilst Passenger Traffic Westward has been, if possible, in a fiu 
worse posidon, from the fact that no person could travel upon the Ma e 
in a Westerly direction and return upon the same day. 
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11. Ai regard! P«Met)ger« from the Weetem end of the Hoe> it muy 
be Cut to auume tb*t eonte would fiod it en eccommodi^tion to return 
on the nme dej, wbxUt othen would with to renutin in Hadrae the whole 
of the day, and return on the following mofning. I bare no doubt the 
latter pre^omiiMte orer the former ; a Train therefore from the Weetem 
Terminui leaving at 5>d0 A« M. or 6*30 a. M., arnring in Madras at 6*45 
or 6*45, or as at present 10-30 a., m. and learj&g Madrae at 3-30 r, ii., 
aa at preeent, wKilat it accommodate! the few, compel! the many to re¬ 
main in Madras until S«0 r. u. of the following day, by which the whole 
of two days are occupied in the journey* 

19. A Trun leaving Madras at 6 or 6-30 a. w. would obviate this, 
and whilst it proved a great convenience to those who now travel, induc¬ 
ing them to travel more frequently,would mo!t probably enable othen 
who do not now travel to do bo. 

IS. But whilst the arrangement of Traina has proved inaufficieiit 
and inconvenient to the Public, and also Co the Company, Eastward into 
Madraa by the Traffic muirung undeveloped, the arrangement, if it 
were potdble, ia much more incomplete, inconvemenC, and pngudlelal to 
the Company, as regards tbe Traffic Westward from Madras, inasmuch 
at there is no poasibility of a Passenger Cnvelling Westward and return¬ 
ing upon the same day ; but, on the contrary, be must remain two nights 
and a day from home in undertahing a journey of 65 miles by Bwlway, 
an arrangement which must be pronounced almost as prohibitory to the 
development of Traffic as eoulcLwell be devised. 

14. You will perceive that, whether tlie Traffic East or West be 
conndered, the present arrangeroenta must he pronounced unsatisfactory 
aad incomplete, and I am decidedly of opinion that the want of Two 
Trains conveying Pasaeogers each way daily, has proved more prohibi¬ 
tory to the devdopment of the Traffic than any reasonable scale of Faros 
could be. 

15. I attach so much importance to the faci titles which a second 
Passenger Train each way daily would have afforded to the Traffic, both 
Eaatward and Westward, and tbe insufficiency of the arrangements 
hitherto permitted, that it appears to me difficult to draw any eatisfae* 
tory eoneUiloD from tbe working of the Paeaenger traffic, iireapective 
altogether of the amount charged for, tbe Faree. 

16. I would beg to remind you that, on reconamendiog that there 
be two Traina for the conveyance of Paaaengera daily inatesd of 

one, I proposed to effect great desderatum by runnii^ mixed Trains 
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of Pesaongers &nd 0oods»*i«iiielk would hAve rendered the experiment 
eesy of etteinment end wuiceompenied bj iheritk of ^e low, wbiebr poe* 
eibly at tbe commoicenest end for aome time, might attend the running 
of two distinct Paasenger Treina aa well aa a diatinct Gooda Train. 

J7. 1 would beg again to recommend that two mixed Traina for 
PaiKngera and Gooda ahould be run daily on and after the let July next j 
I would propoae that they ahould depart aa follows.

13. I do notrecommenAany apedfic rate of apeed for these Traina, 
aa I apprehend that thia point could be arranged alter, ahould it pleaae 
the Oovemmeot to aanction the principle. 


10. Aa regarda the eecond point, vis., the great difference in (he 
Farea charged for the reapectiTe cltaaea of Paaeengesa, the Second Claaa 
being more than double the rate of the Third, and the Pint Claae double 
tbe rate charged fn the Second, and more than four times that charged 
for the Third CUas, whilst all claaaea of Passengers alike travel by the 
same train. 


20. The fares charged upon this line have been 
Firat Clam 1 A. 6 P. eijuivalent to Sid. •f' paaa^ger ^ mile.

99. In thif respect, however, this Company has meintained a more 
rMsooabls difibrance than either the Railwayf of Bengal or Bombay 
between the Fares for the three classes of Pasawgers; they stand reUtive-

1 maj however aaj, that 1 
am claarlj of opinion that the bolk of eur Third rlaas Traffic is such 
that it would not be aflseted bj an inoeate in the rate, whilst 4 ain*per> 
suaded that if increased fscilitiee were afifbrded, that the Tmfile would 
increase. 

44. I may instance as a portion of the Traffic which, in al! proba¬ 
bility, would nofhara been afiected if the Third class rate had been five pie 
inetcad of four pie, om., the TVoops;* to these may be added the native 
merehanls and tboee employed by them, which const! tutea the largest por« 
tion of the Third clase—the diflerenee in the amount which tlie Com¬ 
pany would have received for Um conveyance of Troops would be Rupees 
i3.8^ aince the openly of the line in July last. 

45. 1 may briefly refer to the Trivelloro Festival Traffic. 1 thiuk 
it woul4 be of advantage to the public and to the Company if return 

^fTicketa were issued to Trivellore on tbs occasion of the native Festivals 
there. I would propoee a charge of one Rupee for the journey there and 
back; if this did not attract 1 would propose a reduction, although I am 
persuaded that if increeaed acconunoda^on were afforded to the public 
by pemuttiog the difTcrenl vsateq tu Uavol in diffbreut CarrUges, eoabhiig 
fiimiliei to travd together, aud the wives and females to be placed In 
Carriages set a part for them, tliat auch arrangomeott would prove moro 
attnetiSb to the Native commumiy on such occasions than a low Fare. 

46. «Whil«t I think that increased facilUiee would attract great 
numbers to the Railway on the occasion of Feetivals at Trivellore, it has 
unfortunately happened that these Paaeeogers have had less accommodation 
than is afforded on ordinary occanons, inisBiuch as they have presented 
themselves in sueh Urge numbers to be conveyed by Ibe one Train leaving 
in ihi afternoon that it has bean found difficult to issue Tickets without 
subjecting the Passengers to great inconvenisnee in the rush and anxiety 
to obtain them i and instances have been known of pereons epplying for 
e number of Tickets and retailing them to the applieaots at a profit out- 
aide of the Booking Office. 

47. The Carriages have been filled Impend thdx capability for 
MMbrtabla treasit, and in the denre for cosTeraace bv the Passengers 
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on tlie one lund, and anxietj on the part of the Company to carry them 
on the ocbw, in addition to the over*crowdujg, fmiliet ha^e had to be 
•eparated and placed in different carriagea, which hai been not only a 
■ouTce of complaint, but haa, I believe, prevented many from travelling 
by Railway on auch occaaiona. * 

43. A remedy haa been applied, aa far at poaaible. by nmniog 
apeeial Traini. but aa the Paaaenger* pmeent thenaelvea invariably for 
conveyance by the ordinary Train wbieb oceupioe acme of our carriagee, 
tbe Company have not been at that particular hour in the beat poaitioo 
to accommodate aueh numben. 

40. I allude to thia Traffic apod ally becauae I feol convinced that 
with refaronci to it aa well aa the ordinary Traffic, more ia to l»e obtained 
by affording facilitiea and accommodation than by lowering the Farca. 

50. It occurred to mo that U might be deairable to run two elaaaet 
initead of three conaidcring the aaiall number carried by the two higher 
aa comparad with the lower claat, but upon nature conaiderati on 1 think 
that the dovlopment of the bigh^ claiaaa aa they atand ahould receive 
every poaaible trial before ao great a change aa the annlhilatioo of one of 
the claaaea ia decided upon. 

5]. I think we ^lall find that the reduction in tlie Second Cloaa 
fare will incroaae tlic number travelling by that Claia, and that many of 
thoee hitherto travelling by the Second, will travel by the ^ret; if ao, we

pnAmee to the Poatenger Train tx the F*r«el l Ut e>, 

M. Baaghj. or OoTeriUMntel Poet, proridea » ehrap and aura 
mode of tranttsntting Pircela, including deUTK 7 , and although auch 
psreela are not received bj the Poat Ofioe for conveyance to«ny point 
upon the line of Raihray, na foe inatanee Arcot, public have found 
amode of evading thia regulation hj addteaaing th<dr Pareela to the 
neareat place bayond the linita which the Railway hue reached. Thia ia 
ioeranoad by the eaae of Vellore to which place ParcaU for Arcot hive 
been forwarded, a Cooly being da^atehad to V^ore for then. 

57. Thia fact would alone auggeat that the Parcel Rate aa it itanda 
doea not promote a Farcel'a Traftc over the Railway, whiUt at the aama 
time it doea not meet the public ra<)uuemeota or conault the public eon* 
veniance, aince they reaort to ao roundabout a mode to avoid trasnnit* 
ting Farcala by Railway. 

58. Tba following Table ahowa the Bates charged for Parcala by 
Banghy Poat and by Jt^way at the preeent Farcel'a fUte. 
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59. The following Table shows the Rates charged for Parcels per 
Goods Train at Goods Bate, and by Pasaeoger Train at Parcels Rates. 
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60. It will be tmi Cb*t the Besgb; Poet prowides t ckeepn 4ad 
equally expeditlotu mode of coftveya&ee,fer the Poet Office forwards them 
by (be RaiJwaj, for small parcels, whilst the Goods TradD proeidee a much 
cheaper mode for the traosauancm of lar^ parcels. 

61. ^^e eUsii&cedon sad fUtee for Goods provides that every Par- 
eel, however amall, forwarded by Goods Train, shall be chafed aeeordlnf 
to the clasaiflcation under which the contents would place it, precisely 
b the lame wav as a quantity of sugar would be charged under the first 
class, inwbichitis specially named; and although Parcels would inTarie- 
bly bo charged under the Utird. or hsgbeet class, the amount calculated 
at a rate of | of a pie per naund per mile yields a very small sum for 
a Parcel conveyed 65 miles, the Teipioal charge of 6 snnu upon each 
eonsignaeat, when added, foils for short of affording afoir rate; but tbb 
system of charge for small Parcels of Goods has led to many attempts ou 
the part of forwarding Agents to ^ek a number of Parcels into ons 
Pscktge, which if tiot detected would enable them to carry probably 100 
Parcels, weighing altogether in one Package fi44) lbs, tlis Rate for which 
would beO-lfi*S, and the Termiiud charge 6 aniuw, total Rupeee 1-4-5. 

6fi. The forwarding Agent, by charging his customers the Parcat 
Rate of the Company, which they would endeavour to do, or even the 
rate by Goods Train or the Banghy peat rate, would make a very large 
profit upon such a package of packed parcels ■, under Such a system a 
Forwarding Agent could frame a Scale .of chargee of bis own, and for¬ 
warding the Parcels by the goods Train of the Railway, act quits inde- 
pendantly of the Company, thus usurping a power of making Rates for 
Parcels; a power not poaacwod even by the Rcdlway Company. 

63. I believe that generally speaking these attempu at packing 
parcels, so much deprecated on the Railways at Home, have been detected 
here so frequently, and the point is so strictly watched, thkt it is seldom 
if ever practiced, but the forwarding Agents transmit Parcels entrusted 
to them by Goods Train, and invariably charge the Parcels Rate to their 
customers.

64 The Parcels Rate, as it stands, holds out a high prsmlun to the

88. It will he ohaerved that I do not propose the continuance of 
the Terminal charge at preeest in force upon this Railway, aa I think it 
tends needtcealy to complicate the rates whilat at the same time it prac¬ 
tically reduces the rate for long distenoes, and reodera the rate in some 
caws too high for ahort distancea. 

89. Thia will be tmderstood hy explaining that the Terminal 
chargea for quanUties over 38 Maunds in weight ii Annaa 6-9 per Ton 
irrespective of distance, the eame Terminal Rate Imng charged upon 
Goods conveyed 10 Miles or 80 Miles. 


90. The Terminal charge of 8 Annas upon small quantities of 
Goods, leas than 38 Mounds, as in force at present, has been oppressive to 
the senders of such qoantitiei, or of a Baddy load, and has been almost 
prohibitory. I illustrate this es follows—a common Village Cart carries 18 
Bengal Maundi, or about 1000 Iba. weight, the rate would be for 36 
miles annas9, and the Terminal cha^ annas 8, Total Rupees l*l-0, being 
equivalent te a rather more than 14 pie per Too per mile, Vhilst the 
rate tpon a larger quantity, if over 38 maunds, would be 9 pie per ton 
per n^le. 

91. There are oumbera of smell cultivators in the villages between 
AKot and Madras, who would have frowarded single bandy loads of Goods 
lirom ereij StaUon if the terminal charge had not operated so prejudi¬ 
cially to them.

97. I did, bowe^, attach great importance to thefacilitiea 1 im^ 
fined (lehing my riewi from thoee pracrieed at home) we eiould be able 

to afford by the collection and daliTery of theGoodfc punorng a cyitem 
by eriiiA we could undertake the conreyaoce of Goode from the godown 
of the eender at Palmanafr or Wallijahpett to the warebouie of (he Con- 
aignee in Madras. 

96. 1 eUted » the propoeed Bate# for Goode in December 1856, 

That all Goode will be ooUected and deUrered by the Com^y, unlom 
-* otherwim directed or conrigned *, collection and d^irery will becharg- 

H ad at certain ratea which oen be awn at the Sutiona, and tha^ chargee 

« will be in addition to the chargee for Railway Conreyance.'* 

99 X quou thia toihow that I contemplated and propoeed tooarry 
out the’collation and delireiy of Goode before the line opened for 
Traffic, and lhare aioee aUuded to the aame eubject. but unfortunafoly I 
hare not been able to anmngo a lyatem of the kind for reaaone which 
will be dealt with henafter. 

lOCk I bring ihii matter to your notice ae one of great importance 

cteectadwlth crBtGoodiTraffic,aadcme that would,if properlyairiaged^ 
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asd workad with ewe asd aowgji here a n\iA fleeter tBbCt, in nj 
opinkfi, than the quaation, iiB|ioitint tkoofli it be, ef «bat the rate 
ahottld be over the Bailwaj ^er a». 

101. Hm bifh rate drmandM aod paid hj the ownwe ol Goode 
between Palmanair and Wallajahpett and Areot» and betwoea alsioet 
eveiy plaee and ov Staciou, ai^ the azeeaelTaratea denunded« and often 
paid, for the deliTsy of Oooda in Madna. baa caoaed the eharfe for Oooda 
aent by the Bailway to be in nanj caeee hi^ier, notwithatandinf thaloiT^ 
rate hitherto chwf ed over the Une, than if aent all the way by rood. 

10l8. Tbeet bjfb raUe paid to the bendyneo between any point 
and a B^way Station, ae eoinpared with the charge ha would make by 
roed all the way, pr^udicial to our jntereata tboufh they have been, baa 
not been the whole of the evil we have been eubject to, by beinf left at 
the mercy, eo to apeak, of our opponenta on the roede, in aa much aa it 
hai eery frequently been impoeiible to obtain bandiee to convey produce 
to the Railway np^nntzy, aa well ea difficalt at all tunee to ineure the 
delivery of gooda in Madraa by the aeae meana. 

lOd. Owing to theee difficultiee aod obetructioni, and the time 
occupied in OTereoming them by the mctchanU, there ia no doubt that 
in maay inatancee, if not geoarally, they prefer being aeved the trouble 
end iaconvenience of engaging bandiea op country, aod ag^ for delivery 
in Madrae, by, paying the bandjmao a hi^>er rate even than the carriage 
would coat if carried in connection with or over the Railway. 

104. I attach ao ranch importance to the want of a w^l arranged 
ayatem for the collection and delivery of Oooda, that 1 have so beaiCitioo 
in giving it aa my opinion that if lower ntea had prevailed upon the 
Railway we ahould not have carried a greater quantity of Gooda, beeauae 
there could not be a nffidently low rate charged by Railway to make up 
or counterbalance the extortiona to which the Merchaotaand the Railway 
Company would be aubjected at the hands of the handymen at both 
enda of the tine. 

105. I can have no heaitatioo in mying that our proaant opentiona 
axe rendered abortive by the want of auch facilitiea aa we could and 
ought to afford, the chief of which would be the arrangement of a proper 
and eGcient ayatem for Uw collection and delivery of our Oooda. 

105. In juatifloation of the ratea X origaielly propoeed, i have to 
repeat that I fully calculated upen theee fadlitiea, and X of 

opinion that with auch arrangemceta aa could bo made, m retae 
1 propoeed in Pecember could, with eoae tU^modiffentionafh^ve 
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Vw and would Wo Wou^t «■ largo traffie OTor the line, at a 

much more ramtmeratiTe rate than tbooe now in forea, with no fadlitiee 
offared further than i^peetaine to the ordinary working of the line and 
Ae cMiTejaDce of gooda aimptj 6om Station to S tation, with no ainatanca 
aflbrded either in the collection or the delirery. 

I07i But if we ccuaider the large extent of country upon which 
we hare to operate, the great dietaneee that ioterrene between one place 
*eod another, in ■hort, the extent of the road CAniage ae tom pared with 
the diitanee bj Railwaj, it would be difficult to conceive what rate, 
bowerer low, could ineure the whole of the traffic of the country to the 
Railway without the fecilidaa uauatly afforded in dereloping traffic. 

108. 1 could not recoamefid the adoption of luch ratei until all 
other ineenebare failed, and I truat that ere long ae ahall be in a bet* 
ter poaidon in thia important reapect; but aocne time nuet elapae 
before any plan could be well arranged and in efficient woik, I propose 
a modified Tariff, a slightly increased rate and a revised claaiification of 
Qoodi, but solely with a view by d^roee to attain as nearly to the rates 
I originally proposed as pomible, trusting to the neceaiary fscllities 
being sfforded. 

109. 1 am of opinion that, after the low rates we have liad in force 
from the opwiing of the Line, with Second class Qoodi claasified and re* 
garded now by the merchants as First, or iho lowest clsss Goods, it would 
not be politic to introduce a violent change without the aid to which I 
attach so touch unportance, 1 therefore propose to effect ao increase in the 
rates gradually, and the clapificaijos and rates now proposed are the 
first step JO that direction, the balk of the goods being carried at an 
increase of S pie, or (d. per loo per mile. 

110, 1 assume that it is not the intention of the Govcnitnent or 
of the Railway Company to decide upon a Tariff now which is not to 
be subject to such changes as experience may point out as being judi¬ 
cious : if it were so, I should propose higher Rates chan those now sub¬ 
mitted, relying upon those AuiUcies to which 1 have before alluded for 
tbs fall and apeedy davalopment of the traffic of the country. 

111, You vriU perceive that I attach great importance to an 
arrangement for the eollecUcm and delivery of Goods, and although this 
cannot be over-estimated, there are other facilitiee to be afforded which 
would, 1 think, exercise considerable influence over our Goods Traffic. 

lit. You an aware that 1 hare recommended that Mixed Trmns 
for^ie conveyance of Pasaengers and Goods, should be run upon this 
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IWlw&j; 1 Bad tbftt if toA veitt pcnaittod BiS^ merchuti or 
employdi would MOonpODy the ^oodi hj the teme tnin. 

115. Meoy repreeeDUtiooe to thie effhot bevo heas m*de to me 
by native menbanU and otben up*oonotr7i aa well aa hy marduBta id 
Madr4e» aod I feel pervuded that masj pereona have preferred eendiny 
their Goode by the road hecaoee they could eend them in charge of a 
peraon who will travel with and not loee nght of tho baadioe until tho 
Goode were lafely depoeited in the godown of the eonngaee. 

114. The marchaote would, ae a general rule, with to punuo the 
eame plan in forwarding their Goode by Railway, and there would he 
great advantage attending it if allowed, inaemueh aa it would check the 
tendency which bandy men have of damagirig Goode coneigoad to the 
Railway. 

1 IS. I believe tbie to apply to the Goods Trafflc generally, and I 
may mention that I find many of the email caltivators include the coet 
of the journey by Railway in eetinating the expenee of carriage as com* 
pared with the road, their practice being to accompany their Goods to 
the market. 

116. In this country, if a man sends his Goods to market by (he 
road, he would travel with them, aod not by Railway, hie principal ob¬ 
ject being not to lose sight of his Goods. 

117. There is nothing new in this, as it was a common ease In Tre* 
land for the cone%ner to accompany his Coods by the suae tnui, a 
course always purvued in Cattle TiaBSc. 

118. One of the advantages of mixed Trados would therefore he 
that it would afibrd an additional facility to our Gtxxlj ^affic. 

119. Another very important lubject connected with fseUitiee in 
carrying on our Gooda Traffic, and which baa hitherto operated much 
against the Railway, has been from the want of Roads to our Stations. 

ISO. As regards Anot, 1 may mention that for some part of the 
last year the Road between Vauembady aod THpatoor, and some por* 
lion of it between the lateer place and Salem, was ao defective, that the 
traffic was carried over another Road in the dlreetioo of Cuddalore, thus, 
the Salem Traffic during inch periode wae lost to the Railway. 

IBl* ShoUoghur Station standa in the midst of a country without 
a Road and althongh we have carried some goods from this Station, I 
contider the quanti^ has been very small in proportion to what we 
should have carried from Canvcrypank and Sholinghur, and the adjacent 
villages, if a Road bad been conitmcted. It is right however to *say

151. At euted in mj letter, Ke. 55, of the 29th December 1865, 
** 1 think that either a decimal ijratem of weighte upon a ecientifio beaie, or 
*' the Engliah Aroirdupoie weighia, iboutd be brought into uae on the 

MadraiRailwaj," eincewe find that, although the accoonttare kept and 
our operationa conducted in aecordanee with the orden of Ghorern* 
ment, hy the introduction of the Indian Maonda and fractional parti 
of a pie, that, in practice and in fact, the introduction ofauch a weight 
and of auchfraciiooaare never uaed bp the nerebanU with whom wo have 
to deal. 

152. It would be the greateet poedhle convenience to ua and to 
the merehonta, general}/, if Government would be pleaaed to permit the 
introduction of aome other weight; either the Ton, a maund of 25 Iba, a 
Casd/, or a dedmal s/atem upon a Sdentifie baaa 

135. Salt. You will have obeerveJ that the quantJt/ of Salt, 
conveyed over the Railway, haa been amall in proportion to the quantit/ 
coDTC/ed by Band lea by the Road. 

134. The quantity we have carried, upon an average, during the 
last three raonths, haa been neaiiy 260 Tons per mensem, or about one 
fifth of the whole trade conveyed in a westerly directioo. 

] S5. Tbia is to be attributed to the want of facilUiee in loading Salt 
at the cotauri, aa adverted to in my letters. No. 5, of the 14th January, 
and No. 16, of the 2Tih February last. 

156. 1 truat that Qovenunent wiU be pleaaed to aanction arrange- 
menta being made to connect the Salt cotaun with a siding at the 
Canal Bridge from the main Line of the Railway, so that thia important 
trade may be thrown upon the Railway. 

157. If thia be efiected, It will not only incresae our Gooda Traffic 
Westward, but it will be the meena of CdotroUing our Traffic EaaCward 
into Madrai, la the Bandyman cannot poeiibly carry Gooda, at the 

rates, when deprived of Salt aa back carriage, notwithstanding that tba 
rate they now charge for Sait ia exceedingly unall. 

^38. I trust, with the airangements adverted to, that Salt wiB Be 
conveyed at the rate propoeed for Firat tlaaa goodj^ vis. 8 pUper ton 
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pOT xiula {I shall, however, watch this Traffic close]j, abd suggest such 
changes in the rates, if necsssirj, as maj seem to be required. 

199. I will briefl/ recapitulate the diaadrantages under which we 
haTelahouied and npon which I have commented in the preceding paras. 

First. The defective claseidcaiiop and unequal Bates fa Goods, 
the Second and Third Classes being too high as compared with the 
First CUss. 

Second. Theprejudicisl operaCioD of the Terminal Bates for Goods, 
as at present in operation. 

Third. The want of arrangements for the Collection snd Delivery 
of Goods St all our Stations, in cooseqtienoe of which the Bandjmen 
have chsrged high and extortionate* rates for the convey sues of goods 
to the Railway Stations, s]tho' charging a reduced rata for the Traffic 
conveyed by them all the way by Bead. 

Fourth. The want of Mixed TVaios, by which the owners could 
pursue their practice of accompanying or sending a person with their 
goods. 

Fifth. The defective State of the Salem Road, and the absence of 
Roads to other Stations. 

^xth. The Introduction of a weight, the Indian Meand of 82f Ihs, > 
wholly unknown in this Presidency. 

140. I have already shewn, in para 87, the difference between the 
rates 1 proposed in December 1855, and thoee 1 have now the honor to 
flubisit for yonr conitdaration. an^ 2 think it necessary to especially 
bring to your notice the different drcumstancea under which the Two 
Tariffs were proposed. 

141. In December 1855, the line bad not been opened for Traffic, 
and (bere was no oppoaitjon whatever to the Bandymen upon Roads. 

142. In May 1857, the Line hia been open for Traffic nearly 11 
Months, low Bates and a defective Tariff have been in operation, as ordered 
for adopdoA by the Government, and opporidon by Railway to the Roads 
has reduced the Bandy Rates for Goods, as comparsd with the Rates 
charged In December, 1855. 

148. The ratee for Baudy hire, before the Line opened, were higher 
than they aie present, and it appeared to me, from the beet information 
1 could thin obtain, that they could not be materially lower, and that 
by the Rail way charging the same Rates as those charged upon the Roads, 
Of a little leas, we conld command the Traffic. 1 therefore proposed 
Rates in accordsace with these views. 
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144. The B&ndj owoen hAve b«eQ esabled to ptaiaiAis induced 
retee upon the Roede, beetoae they hAve receieed e much higher rate 
when oerryiag to the Reilwe^ Sted<»e> by which (hey have been eble to 
compete with ue at e Icee upon their Road Traffic, made ap by the 
higher rate, in proportion, obtained by them when carrying to the 
Railway. 


145. 1 attach aery greet importance to the difference is ourpontion 
now, ee compared with our poeition in December 1S55, eriiing from the 
low Ratee and the defeeiire Claasifieadon which have been in force, to 
which, in auggeetiag a Tariff to come into operation one year after the 
opening of of the Line for Traffic, too greet importance, I thinki cannot 
be attached, nor too much care exermaod in prodaol^y bringing them 
up to the Staodaid which the ioiereeu of the Company demand. 

146. Tbia impreeeion haa had eonaiderablo influence with mo in 
auggeating the modifled Tariff I now aubmit for your oonaid eratiou, and 
1 would bag to be diatinctlj underalood that I do not eonaidcr auch a 
Tariff ia calculated to reel lee all that we could wiah from ice operation, 
but ea being a atep in that direcdon only, (he end being attained by 
degreea. 

147. I eonaider now I hat we are in the re>*crae of the poeition we 
held in December 1855', we bad then the opportunity of commencing 
with moderate Rates $ I pcopoeed, to the beet of my judgmeo l, aoch Ra tea i 
but if they proved too high we could have propnaed to reduce them, aa 
I have alwaya found that raiamg Rates ia moat unpopular, destroying tlie 
confldenoe of the merchaat, asd very ftequeatly leading to oppoaition. 

148. The posidon in which we are now placed, after the introdne- 
tion of Low aud unequal Rates and an injndLcioua Clasaifleacion of Gooda, 
ia to endeavour to equaliae, and by degreea to raise the one, and to 
re^rrangOi upon intelligible principles,the other; in short, we have much 
to correct, end should eodeevour to approach by degreea to those Rates 
which will make the Railwey s«lf*aupportiDg end pay fair interest upon 
the capita) invested.

He 
compares the rooeipta in ceeh carriage, as if they were all full, while be 
should know that they never can be so, but that the smaller the number 
in each elaae the greeter will be the difTereoce (ea I have already ehown) .

They make large profita out of tbeae 
now, and aa hitherto the country haa been paying conaidaxmble auma for 
the guaranteed iatereet, it ia well that it ahould get aomething done for 
the Bime; but I do not think that the Qoternment will be dUpoeed to 
accept tbii aa a reaaon for raiaiog the farea. They carry 1,000 men in 
a train; and, at two piee a mile, would yield, excluai«e of the 
om, &e., and the receiptafrom farailiea, upward of Rvpeea 10 per mile 
groea recmpta. 

99, The Trade Manager, in para 33, aaya that the higheat eaate 
Natiree hare conitantly tnrelled in the aame carriage with Pariaha, 
becauie the fare in the 6nd elaaa waa more than double that charged in the 
third.

71. Tha greater that avenge load, the lea the temptation to a man 
to look there for the accommodation, which he has only a right to ezpeot 
in a higher class. Thus the 2Dd Clan acquire a fair load, and for the 
aama reason the lat CU« is sought after. 

72. Tha sole raeaon why men taka a lower claae, when their natural

84. The total profits for soeb an amount of sArk, the charge 
being 2 pise per ntle, would be Rs. 81,546} while the profit in the sane 
cists, during the last qnarler of 1856, wss at ibe rate of lls. 76,669 per 
Annum. The calculatira is baesd on-the aasumpUon that we get, by this 
great reduction of charge, only enough for one train ; but thero can be 
no donbttbat, with the corresponding reduction of charge on the other 
classes, their ntunbers would locreaee elso. More trains would be re<iui>« 
nd^^tbe faciUUes, which are conwdersd so important bj Mr. Fletcher, 
wonld bo obtained in 2 or perhaps 3 daily irmos, and as the work in* 
creased, the profits would increase aleo. 

85. The 3d Class mileage performed, at theprosent high charge, 
during the last 11 months, has been 55,72.489, nr at the rale of 60,80,000 
per annum, Icarlog a diflereoee of about 10,000,000 to be realised by a 
Tcduetion of fores, being equivalent to about 210 persons traTellin|^daiIy 
each way between Madras and Vdlore. 

86. There are two great feastsf in every year at Trtvellore, which 
attract people from both ends of the Railway. Tbouranda of people 
now walk to tho place. It would be ihir to aw nine that many, who sow 
cannot go at all, would go on such an oecaafon, were the moaua offered 
them of doing so at a cheap rate, with little fatigne or lots of time. 

87. Indeed it is not ea^ to place any limit to the number that 
might be expected to throng the rail nodar such eireumatsnees. We 
should sweep in at once all the labouring popnlatioo, and that too of a 
much wider exteut of country than, with the present fares, can be, in 
any degree, affected by the Railway.

91. The Traffic Manager conaidera next

92. They were adopted, aa propoeed by the B^way Agent, hut 
Jagree with Mr. Fletcher in thinking them too high, and would recom¬ 
mend the adoption of the rev^d scale propused by him. 

9S. ** Paaaeogere* luggage, Horeea, Carriagea and Doga." 

Mr. Fletcher conaiden the preaeat ratee for theee satisfactory. 

94. The charge for luggage la very high, 4 pies per Maund per Mile, 
and must not be loei eight of in considering the faree. 

95. The charge for bone and carriage ia ao high, as to be, in this 
country, nearly prohibitory. 

96. The propriety of reducing them appears to depend mainly on 
tha poanbility of making euehazmngemeuta, aa would enable a carriage, 
and one or two horeea, to go in the aame vehicle. 

97. The views of the Traffic Manager, regarding the ** Gooda" 

Traffic, are much the same aa those expreeaed 
by him in r^^d to passenger traffic. Ibe fact 

thati^buslneeebasbeenlighc, and that most of the traffic of the country 
has eoatinoed on the common tend, U attributed by him to defective ar- 
:nbfnbnti rather than to the rates charged.

101. The list of gooda oiigioally submitted by the Railway au* 
tboritiea, and aiaco published, contained 191 diflereot articles. The list 
now aubmitted by the Agent containa 266. 


102. I am not disposed to oridcise very closely the principle upon 
which the classification haa been made, as 1 believe it to be impossible 
to frame a table of this nature that will not be open to some objection { 
but Mr. Fletcher says he has framed this on a principle of ** specific 
gravity value," and it will be found that, while this gendeman proposes 
4 elaisea instead of 3, there are faw inetances indeed in which be proposes 
to change the relative da was of any two commodidcs aa they stand iu 
the preeent list. 


103. The only important changes in this respect will he found in 
tbpse commodidee which form the ataple products of the country, and 
which were placed originally in the let clasa, on the principle that the 
conaumption of these was pre^uinendy suMCpdble of exceoaion; and 
that it was to the interest of the Bnilway to promote their conaumpdon 
by chespeniog, as much me possible, their tnmaport—auch fere eoeoanuts^, 
redwood, ghee, grains, hides and horna, jaggery, oil, rice and paddy, aalt* 
petre, sugar, cotton and timber.

105. I doubt not every care ha* been beetowed upon thle cTmi- 
fieation ; but it i« not deer how teoU can be charged diffierently from 
Military Baggage, or why the kttor ifaould he charged more than indigo, 
or hay aud itraw more than cofo.

'Westward, has gone in much larger quandtisa by road than by rail.' 

108. The average daily amount of goods booked for Madras at

110. Tt is quite clear that the attractive force of the Rallwaj was 
not gr^t, nor sufficient to drarr into it even the. Traffic posaing by its 
terminus; and could not, of course, create any groat literal traffic, or 
exercise any influence over a wide extent of country. 


111. Mr. Fletcher ettribuios this, not to the rate*, but to certain 

defectiTC arrangements. * 

112. The first subject noticed, u aflecting the traffic, is the present 

defective arraABemeDts for the collection and

delivery of goods. 

113. This gentleman thinks the traffic would be promoted by the 
Railway Company undertaking to collect goods. 


114. * In para 10, Mr. Fletcher atatee that the high rates, liltberto 
paid by the owners of goods for conveyance to the Railway stations, and 
then again the excessive rates demanded for delivery of goods in Madras^ 
the highest yet chat I have heard of wu that charged by their own 
Agent the storekeeper, who wu authorised to ** deliver" on his own 
account—have prejudicially afiected the Railway. This may he so, and 
for a rime wu to be expected. It is not, however, in the nature of 
things thst l4st Long, if the Railway rales are kept down as low 

as they riiould be. No owners of carts can long play such a losing 
game u this. No owners of goods would submit to it. The lowest 
charge fox goods on the rml hu not been low enough to beat down 
the competition at once ; the rates for the higher classes of goods have 
been aucl^u to render the employment of common carts poririvsly 


advantageous. 


115. I need only add, with reference to these three paru, 101,102, 
and ]08, that there can be no question u to tbs common carts having 
competed hitherto, with much sueceu. against the Railway { but if Mr. 
Fletcher *hjph« that the Merehanu have wiillngly paid a higher rate 
for conveyance of goods by cart, than the same would have cost by rail, 
he is mtiih mbtakon, sod does injusriee to tbs acumen of these gentle¬ 
men at Vellore and Wallqjabou^r, with some of whom 1 have had mu^ 
iuteresring converwrion on this subject.

118. In reference to thiaeubject, however, Mr. Fletcher further 

on, Para 144, make* a very tingular etatement, to the effect that the han¬ 
dymen have been enabled to earn large profit* by conveying good* to the 
Railway, and inetead of conUnuing at lo profiuble aburinee*, they have, 
from time to time, applied the profit thu* made to carrying on a losing 
buaises* os the high road in coirip eti tion with the Railway. 1 think 
he ha* hoen miainformed In this matter, (he Madra* handyman being too

119. On Mr. Fletcher'* remark* regarding the feeding roadi, I

153* That it is to the inisrssC of the fuilwoy Proprietors, of the 
Government, and of the people, that these Bailways ihould do the work 
of the country—that all attempts to lend or drive the people to take only 
the accommodation the Blaasgen choooe to give them, something diflhrent 
from what they went, are unsound in prindple i end that, consequently, 
all effbrts directed thus to the development of high dsmee, while the 
mass of the people are not carried, are empirical and vain. If, therefore, 
wc find that the mass of the people prefer training riow—crowded and 
chsep'^to quick—with more accommodation and at a higher charge, we 
should make arr an gements to enable them to do so. It is to the intnsct 
of the railway to provide, as near as pomible, what the people want. 

154. The question is new in the hands of Government. I have 
endeavoured to show, once more, toe prindplse upon which, 1 think—with 
a view to the Interest of toe Railway, no less than to those of the peopto^ 
ths charges tooold hs framed and our raflvays managed.

165. 1 have no doubts on the sut^ecl, but the Qoveroment may 
hare. In such a case, I may perhaps be permitted to eii^est, that the 
whole correspondence might be laid before men convenunt vrith eoeb 
matters, and yet unprejudiced. 

106. liie Honorable Court might not object, periiaps, to submit 
it to the Officer at the bead of tbe Railway D^artment, in con¬ 
nection With the Board of Trade ; or could not ^ better than place it in 
the bands of an Officer of their own, now at leisure in England, one 
vrho ia not more disdsguisbed for hia abiUdes, than he is for scrupu- 
iouB care and integrity in the exerciae of a very sound judgment. I 
allude to Colonel J. T. Smith.

1. We.UiaiiaderaigQod cliief merdiA&U of Vallora, beg respectfully 
to lubmit the following eppUcetion, preying for certain altereUona and 
snodificatlona of the Reilway Rules, now in force, in connection witli 
firea, &c. • 

ft. The preaent rules, for the accomnodetion of pasaengert by the 
Railway, are framed without reference to eaate or lax. The fares fixed 
for paMengers are heavy, and the rmtas eaUbliihed for the conveyance of 
goods are also, in somo respects, heavy. 

8. The mixing tc^ether of Majee and Females of caste in the same 
carriage inconveniences them and hinders many from tnvelUng j the 
high rates inconvenience passengers with small means and hinder many 
from travelling ; this latter cause also prevents merchants sending goods 
peneraliy by Railway* 

4. We would, therefore, propose that there should be separate car* 
riages, or compartments, for the Males and Females of the four principal 
Hindoo cutes in common vis.. Brahmins, Kabatryas, Vyseyas, sod Sood* 
ras, and that the same accommodation for the separation of the sexes 
shoal d be furnished for the iSahomedans and all other castes. Ac.

6. The present Srd clue Railway Carriage requires to be fitted with 
moveable wooden shut tare, u the tarpaulin bCnds afford no protection. 

7. We have observed that, in the goods waggons, sugar hags are 
frequently packed up with the other goods, which from its moist nature 
tends to damage them; we would suggest that boles 6 inches apart may 
be made throngh the bottom of the waggon, where the goods are placed, 
for the discharge of the moisture. 

8. At^preaent, a temunal charge of 6 Annas pet Sfi Bengal Maunds 
la made; we would suggeaC the foUowing modification of this rule.

the same, when he found that the rate as laid down, via., ^ of a pie for 
every three cubic feet per mile, from the looee packing of the cotton, 
amounted to a sum much larger than was anticipated, in comparison 
with other cbaigea. He also found that the Native merchants had an 
objection to sending goods by measurement { he therefore, in communica¬ 
tion with the Merchants and at their suggestion, adopted as an experi¬ 
ment, that cotton should be carried as dead weight, but at 2nd class rate. 

2. I beg to recommend that pcn<Ung the revision of tho rates, 
that which has been found to answer so well for cotton, may be allowed 
by the Government to be continued.

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cAtioT) of Good*, wUcH (provide* that ** Fintt Goods will \te conveyed 
from station to station at the rate of oie fourth of a Pie per Indian 
maund per provided they do not meaaunfmore than S cuhie feet 
per maund weight; if in exceae of that limit, they will be chai^d by 
measurement at the rate of one fourth of a Pie per mile for three cubic 
feet" we found that the charge by Railway was equivalent in that case 
to Rupees 9«]l9 per Ton. 

2. The Consignee informed me, that no more cotton could be for* 
warded by Railway at such a rate, and upon making further enquiry 
amongst the merchants, the ioformation I recoivod corroborated the opi¬ 
nion expressed by the Cdnsignoe of the first lot, and 1 found tliAt no 
more cotton was sent by Railway.« 

1 visited Wallajapett and had an interview with Si of the 
principal Merchants there and was told that i5 Madras Maunds of cot¬ 
ton were conveyed by bandy to Madras, for Rs 4, being equivslent to 
rather leu tlian lU 8 per Ton. I knew ibis rate by road, os staled, to 
be correct from other sources of information, 

4. The WaUajapett Merchants, proposed various rates to be charge il 
by Railway for the conveyance of cotton. In the first instance they 
suggested that it should be charged by deiul woght in the first class and 
not by measurement, and a lengthened conversation on the subject uns 
held. 

5. They appeared to be anxious that a rate should be tried expe¬ 
rimentally, without reference to measurement, by sending a quantity by 
H^way then standing loadeddn the streets. I consented to the experi- 
iDcnt being made, provided they would pay Ra .%l-8, per Ton, being the 
rote fur i^nd Class Goods, to which after considerable hesitalion tlicy 
agreed. 

6. 1 beg to observe that the experiment has proved so far success¬ 
ful in diverting this Trtfiic from the Road to the Railway, as the quan¬ 
tity conveyed oxperunentally has been as follows.

I have the honor under the orders of Government, to acknowledgo 
the receipt of your letter No. 67 of the ^|s( ulrimo, forwarding copy of 
a report from your Traffic Manager, upon the conveyance of cotton raw 
by rail. 

2. From this the Govermnent learn, that according to tho charge 
laid down for this article in the published Tariff, tho' placed in the Ist 
or cheapest class, the Nativea can cany it cheeper by the high toad on 
common carts. 

That the reason of this is found in the great bulk, in proportion to 
ita weight, of the article in questioo, rendering the charge by measure* 
ment laid down in the Table, «is., 3 feet the maund, prohibitory ; that 
you recommend, as a remedy raising it from the lit or cheapest, to the 
2d class, and earry it there by weight; and lastly that your Traffic 
Manager baa actually caused a certain quantify—property of certain In* 
dividuali, inhabitants of WaltajahDUggur—to be brought down to Madras

3. Before pairing sjiy orderi upon theae aeveral subjects, Goveromant 
would wish you to considar the apparent arguments against your proposal. 

4. It is, as you are aware, a matter of the greatest importance to 
the people of this country, at well as to a Urge aecrion of the community 
at home, that raw cotton should be conveyed at the loweet flbaiible cost 
from the Districts in the interior to the coast. In Uct it is not too much 
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to My, thftt this WM one of the p^n objoeU incifted an, u &ttauoiil>lo hj 
the introduction of ltu!wayi into Indio. 

6. Cotton «M in the table of rate* for the. Railway, placed in the 
cheapest elaae i but for reasons above referred to, you now recommend 
placing it in a higher class, in which you srould carry it as dead weight. 

6. You would thus at one blow viedatea fundamental principle, by 
carrying aa dead weight an article obviously coming under measurement 
goods i and you would acconpUsh that which is a far more serious evil, 
the permanent raising of the cKa^ for the transport of cotton. 

7. You will observe at present that raw cotton can be carried on your 
rail at ^ pie per maund, pek mile, exclusive of Terminal charge. You pn^ 
pose to double this charge by pla^^ng the aidele in the aecond clasa, the 
chargo for which is | pie per maund, exclumvaof Temtnal charge* 

8. It is quite true, that according to the present mode of packing 
cotton, the plan you propoao might induce dealera to place it on the rail 
when they would, otherwise, not do so, if the present rates were 
rigidly adhered to j but the effect would be Uyurioua to both parties, 
inasmuch as no inducement is held out to the merchants to pack the 
cotton closer and better, than they do at prceent. 

9. It seems unsound in V^ndple to carry measurement goods by 
weight; and moreover in this case both pardea are likely to be suffcrcra 
in the end. 

10. You are requested to coimder whether it would not be bettor 
to keep tho cotton in the cheapest class, to adhere to the fundamental 
prinmple of distinguishing dbad from measurement weight, and to meet 
the prescat difficulty by a special measuremeut for tbia particular 
commodity. 

11. If, for example, a clause were introduced to the effect that cot¬ 
ton-raw unscrewed, would be charged at 7 (instead of 3) feet the maund, 
the result would be something as follows. ' 

13. It appears from hir. Fletcher's statement that about 3,000 
feet, 36 halos, of this cotton can be packed in a wagon. Your Locomotive 
SuperintendenC gives tho lead of an open aided wagon at 600 feet.

6 of the fi8th January that 
I had an interview with fil of Ibe prindpal Merchants at Wallijanug- 
gur and was told that 45 Madras maunds of cotton were conveyed by 
Bandy to Madras for Rupees 4; U was further particularly represented 
that the MerchanU were unaccustomed to forward Cotton by measure- 
meat, and that such a mode of computation was inconvenient and not 
understood, ftnd that carrying by dead weight, wonld be preferable to 
them, and 1 may add ^t ^eir objection to mosaurement seemed so 
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decided, *that I wai convinctd ttuit if losiated upoo, it would bocone au 
impediment to cotton being^forwarded bj lUilwaj »t all. 

6. I did not orerioob the adnuiUgee which a deeroeee in the bulk 
of the Article in proportion to iU wdght would have upon the Railwaj 
Companp aa carricri on one hend, or upon (he charge to be made to the 
dealers on the other; nor that both partice would be benefitted if the 
Cotton could be pressed. 1 wae quite awiie thatcarTping Cotton by dead 
weight did not bold out the inducemeutfor pretung it which a charge 
by meisurement might be fuppoeed (o do*, but upon considering tho 
subject in all ite bearings, and after obtaining all tho information I 
could, I foltcoQviueed then, ae 1 do now, that no ioducemont we could 
offer by establishing a charge by meMurement could meet the difficul¬ 
ties attendant upon pressing cotton in the interior. 

?. Ae the subject is one of great imporiance, ss remcrlccd by tho 
Consuldng engineer in para 4. of his letter, not ouly ** to tlio people 
** of this country and a large secdon of the community at liome,** but 
to tho Railway Company also, I tbink it right to entcj* into the subject 
fully, and to state what the dilBcultiee altendont upon preasiog cotton 
up country are. 

8. Cotton is produced by the Ryots in sudi small quantities, that 
tliey could not, in the first instance, ixKUr expense of a Press. If they 
could incur such an expense, the dealer into whose hands itpesscs would 
require to see the article pressed, to guard against fraud. Pressing by tho 
Hyot therefore^eema to me quite impooible. 

9. The native inerebanU or bazaar men of the viUages in the 
cotton districts cannot obtain a sufficient quantity of the article Co 
induce them to incxv the expense of a press. If the few native buyers 
of cotton in each bazaar or in each^tage obtained a press for their Joint 
use they would scarcely be able to purchase a su^eient quantity to 
remunerate them for the expense of a press. If, however, they could 
afford to obtain a pr ess ; the cnarchant purcbasiDg from them would, ae 
in the former case, require to see the cotton preaecd to prevent fraud. 

10. You will perceive that cotton passes through the hands of the 
ryot, thence through the bazear meu of his village or district, again 
through the merchant al such aplaceasWallajaouggur; and again through 
a broker to the merchant in Madras or Pondichexry i very frequently it 
pasees through more hands than I now enumerate, but none of these 
several parties have the ilighteet confidence in each other. 

11. If cotton were preseed by the ryot, the bazaar man must 
open and press it again, the uative Merchant must do the same, and agiun 
the buyer in Madras would pursue tiie same course; in short, it appears 
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indispe&Mbly thAt e*ch bAg of cotton ibould be opAted and 

inepeeted by every pereon through whoee kAide it peaea in order to on- 
•ure thAt the bulk ie eqtul to theeainple. And $» Aprotecdon from fraud. 
You will thus perceive that alt tbeee eereral pereo^ ivould require preatee 
to ineure the article being prea parked. 

12. The difficultlea in the way of preaA«pAcking cotton up*country 
Are auffldently formidAble qa etand* but there remaina a difficulty 
beyond all theee, and whiclff fear we ahaU never be able to aumount» 
tia.f that Cottonffor ahipment ahould be preteed and immediately ihipped 
'—if it bo^krewed any length of dme before ahipment, the bulk would be 
increued, and the ahipper whuldloee conaiderably tberoby •» thia can bo well 
underatood—a bulky article of the jaature of Cotton would naturally ex* 
pand after being prea»*packed, and lam iufomed that it would entail a 
conaidanble loaa upon the ahipper, were cotton preaied up*country 
and ihipped acme 8,10, or 18 dayi after warda i hence the aim of the ahippor 
ia to preai the Cotton, neaaure, and abip immediately. 

18. Freighta from Madras vary to some extent, but when wo con- 
aider that 50 foot of Cotton aa preaaed hero ia'carriod aa a Ton, and that 
the Ton to carried weighs m reality only about 1485 th and that £8-10-0 
to £5 pet Ton la often paid for freight, we may be aaaured that every 
inch in a bale ia of groater importance than the presaing of cotton to 
cheapen land carriage, when euch preaaing would make it more expen- 
live by sea} the former carriage being very cheap in comparison with 
the latter. 

14^. It may appear feasible that the Madras Merchant, the ahipper, 
could send hia own Agent into the Cotton Diatricta, and placing cond- 
denoe in him, entrust him to purchsse the articles, sample it, and press- 
pack it i and that the objection as stated in the preceding paras could 
be met by re-packing in Madraa before shipment. 

15. If the Madras houses could break through the mysteries of 
Native Agency, and purchase direct from the Ryot, doubtlcas much would 
be effected for the good of the country, and every interest connected with 
it, but any ^e at all acquainted with the mode of doing businesa in 
India must know that many yean must elapse before sucb a desideratum 


can be brought about. 

16. Bu? supposing that the hladras Merchant had commenced to 
puKhase directly from the Ryot, I think it must be long ere he would 
be induced to send an Agent capable of selecting and sampling cotton 
into the scattered cotton district!, as the quantity, when divided amongat 
the diffexent houses, would not justify the expease. 



17. I am informed that tbe Sunt and Benr cotton it press packed 
lu the city of Bombay, that tke cotton grown in Bengal ia press packed 
in Calcutta, tbat^Tiunevclly cotton Is pressed in tLe Town of Tinnovelly, 
and that American ^T^n cotton ia principally pressed at the porta. If 
snch be the case, I think it it equally ressonahle to assume tliat cotton 
grown in tbe Fresidcncy of Madras will be press packed in Madras, unless 
there be seme reasons opentingan fsTor of preieing the cotton grown in 
this Prcsideucy up country, with which ^ am at present unacquainted. 

IS. 1 fear, under theee circumataneea, that no 'advantage would 
result to our carrying cotton by measurement rather tbanhy dead weighti 
as no inducement we could offer by affording a cheaper rate by pressing 
could surmount the difficulties with^hich such an operation is at present 
sucroundod. 

19. 1 think the introduction of a method new to the dealers of 
carrying 3 or 7 cubic feet per maund of I ha each would present a 
difficulty to their minds, which although easily understood by usUvsould 
not be very easy fur them to comprehend, and I think the sUglit varia* 
tione in tho charge by measurement from one lot of cotton being a little 
less bulky than auother, would create dissausfaction on their ports, and 
create an impression (hat ihc Kail way charge varied without any appa¬ 
rent reason'***whilst the charge per Bandy on tbe Hoad temaicted always 
(he same, and was ^oroughly understood by them, and as easily chocked. 

20. With Tcferenoe to paras 6 and 9 of tbo Consulting Engineer's 
letter, No. 142, wherein It is observed, **you would thus at ono blow 

violate a fundamental principle by carrying as dead weight an article 
•* coming under measoremcDt good*/' and ** It seems unsound in 
“ principle to carry measurement goods by weight, and moreover both 
*' parties arc likely to be sufferers in the cod," 1 may observe that, 
accordiug to our classification of Goods, articles of different specific 
gravities are carried at tbe aame rate and in the,same olasa, and that so 
long as tbe maximum weight in each waggon of 7 Tons can be carried, 
it is matter of little inpurtance to the Railway Company what the par¬ 
ticular specific gravity of the article carried may be. 

21. The fundamental principle of carrying by dead weight or 
meaauremeot is different in difierent oases. You will find on reference to 
the Tonnage Schedule Mnclioncd by tbe Chamber of Q^mmerce of 
Madras, that many articles which would be charged by dead weight 
upon a Railway, and all alike at 20 cwt. to the Ton, are carried upon a 
different principle in Ships—dead weight veriee, and is cenaed as 6 cwt., 
10, 11, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, and 20 cwt. to the Ton. The atasdud 
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for meaiuremect soomt tliro^ighoul to be SO cubic feet per Ton for 
every irticle etrried by m e e care nieat. ' 

2$. In carriage by ibipe it appeare that they vary in the weight 
ailowed m a Ton in Texy many of the articles apcdi6ed-**in measurement 
they adhere strictly to the one ataadard of SO cubic feet per Ton—for 
every article carried by mfaaurement; thus, Arrow-Root in caeca, Ap> 
parel, Booha, Cotlou in BaJee, and Coftoo piece Oooda, and a variety 
of articlea, are all carried at 50 cubic feet per Too. 

dS. To avoid breaking through a Rule on the Railway of carrying 
Qoode which exceed the bulk allowed per Ton or Maund by dead 
weight, the Consulting Enpnecr propoeee to allow 7 Cubic feel of cotton 
lo be carried aa a mauod instead of 3 Cubic feet s this would bo to ex¬ 
tend the limit allowed in thia particular caee from 61 Cubic feet per 
Ton to 190 Cubic feet per Ton, which 1 ahould regard aa being more 
objectionable in practice, aa eetablishing a totally distinct etandaid of 
moaauremcnt, or method of computing the charge by Railway, than in 
this particular case, falling back to one of tbo two methods, already 
established, of charging the article aa we charge nearly all we carry, by 
the well known standard of 0) cwt. to the Ton. 

94. No fundamental principle would in reality be departed from by 
allowingeotton, although atpreeentfalling under the Goode to be carried by 
meaaurement, to be carried by dead weight, inaem uch as it would be Carrie d 
upon a principle wide in ita application upon the Railway, whilst the 
establishment of a new etandacd of measurement would directly invade the 
fundamesta] principle in regard to that measurement already laid down. 

25. The Consul ring Eogiueer remarks as follows, para 5, Cotton 
was iu the Table of Rates for the Railway placed in the cheapest class, 

** but for reasons above referred to yon now recommend placing it in a 
** higher class, in which yon would carry as dead weight.** Para 0, '* you 
would accomplish that which is a far more eerious evil, the permanent 
*' raising of the charge for the transpoK of cotton." Para 7, ** you will ob • 
lerre, at present, that raw cotton can be carried on your Rail at i Pie 
*'per maund per mile, exclusive of Terminal charge, you propose to 
** double this charge by placing the article in the 2Dd claw, the charge 
for which is^ Pie per matmd, cxelnri ve of Terminal charge.'' Pam 6, * * It 
is quite true, that according to the ptesentmode of packing cotton, the 
plan you propose might induce dealers to place it on the Rail, whenthey 
** would otherwise not do so, if the preaentrateswere rigidly adhered to. ** 

26. I b^ to observe that para S appean lo me to fumiih a complete 
answer to Che paras above quoted from the Consulring Esgineer's letter. 
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Cotton was placed in the cbeapeat eUas, but it turned out, that the rate 
for meMurement, of 3 feet per maund, placed it higher than the higheat 
claae when carried bj dead weight. 

Q7. I bare proppeed to carrj Cotton at Rupee* per Ton, 

instead of at it stood, e»a. from Rupee* 942'0 to 10.4-5 per Ton, which, 
instead of accomplubing the permanent raising of the rate, is s practical, 
and so far a lucccMful, reduction of the charge upon this article. 

88. I cannot quite understand the ohaerraiios of tho coniulting 
Engineer ** iliat Raw Cotton can be carried on your'iUil at ^ Fie per 
Maund per Mile, exeluaive of Terminal charge." The charge, as it stood 
in the classification, was verj considerably higher, and the charge lhavo 
recommended is double tbst rate. I cannot thlok that Cotton con ever 
be carried at so low a rate with advantage to the Railway Company. 

Si>. In proposiug to double this charge of a ^ Flo per Maundper 
Mile, by placing tUeartiele in the aecondclass, I, in fuet, proposed to 
reduce the cimrgo fully or nearly 00 per cent, bringing the article, 1 
believe, precisely within the rate at which it can be judiciously carried 
by the Company, and which It is capable of bearing, securing, at the 
same time that the article is forwarded by Rail and uot on the Koad by 
Bandy. 

dO. The plan proposed bas induced dealers to plaee it on the Rail 
when they would not otherwise do so if the present rales were rigidly 
adhered to, and 1 venture to hope that the Government will be pleased 
to sanction a measure, although experimentally, tried irregularly, which 
has succeeded, and if conuuuod will succeed sUII further. 

31. With reference to paras 11, 12, and 13, the Consulting En¬ 
gineer proposes that a clause slioald bo introduced to the effect that 
Cotton row unscrewed should be charged at 7 instead of 3 feet the 
Maund, and gives the result ss follows, Pars 19. ** It appears, from Mr. 
•* Fletcher's statement, ibat about 1000 feet (25 bales)of this Colton esn 
he packed in a waggon. Your Lfocomotive Superintendent gives tho 
" load of an open-sided waggon as 800 feet If wa taka the mean, 900 
*‘fcet, wo shall get at tho above rate (7 feet tho Maund) 188 Maunds, 
*' which will give, as the eaniiogt 3f a waggon bel^en Madras and 
** Arcot, Rupees 12-10-6. This will probably attract all the Cotton, 
** and yield a profit to the Railway at the same time." 

38. 1 observed, pant 7 and 8 of my letter No. 6, of the 28th 
January, as foUovrs. 

Para 7. **1 beg to observe that an open goods Waggon will carry on 
an average 86 bales, averaging 2| cwt. ea^, or Tons 8-16-1 ^r waggon, 
at 6-1-8 per Ton, Rupees 14-5-5.’* 
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Para 8, "A coke wag^D curie* fran ^ to SO Bale*, or (taking 
e^e tnioimum quuitit;) Toxu 8-3-0. jieldingltupeei 16-1-3." 

S3. I beg now to place before jou tbe two metbod* of carrying 
cotton, j. e., the plan 1 propose by dead weightgand the plan proposed 
by the Consulting Engineer by measurement, taking 7 cubic Feat at a 
xniund. they stand relatively Ihua. 


Plan propoMd by 4ead wrigfcL 
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S4>. It is shewn that the rate proposed by xdo would at present 
yield more per waggon than that proposed by the Consulting Engineer, 
and I cannot think that we should, under present dreutnstances, be called 
upon to incur a aacrifice of from Anruku ^ to Kopees £-9-11 upon every 
waggon, according to its description, carrying cotton over the Railway. 

35. The Consulting Eaginecr observes, para 13. '*that under such 
*' an arrangement as he proposap the owners would be incHnod to screw 
" their cotton in the interior. The introduction of such a change would 

be an advantage to both partics^tbe Railway would earn more per 
waggon as the waggon would bold more, and the cotton merchant! 
would carry e maund for the same cliarge they would now, under the 
*' system proposed, pay for SO Iba." 

36. I submit to you that for the reasons which I have adduced, t]ie 
screwing of cotton in the interior, if it ever comes into operation at all, 
cannot be brought about for a eery considerable period of time: in the 
meantime, 1 thi^ a system of carflage baaed upon meaaurement would 
throw difiicultierin our way without ejecting the object intended, eie., 
to induce the dealer* to screw their cotton in the interior. 

37. J think it advisable, howerer, aaeuming that cotton oould be 
screwed with idrantage to the dealers tberein, to consider tbe effect it 
would hare upon us as caniers. 

36. Yeu perceire that the waggons used for the conreyanee of 
cotton carry by dead weight, and earn as fblloim. 
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Toils Cwt. Or. H. A. F

3D. Cotton is screwed in Madras so that 50 Cubic feet weigh, on 
an ATorage, 14^ lbs. It follows, therefore, that thero would be 78 Cubic 
feet in a Ton Avoirdupois of S240 lbs. 

40. If Cotton wore screwed, as siiggeste<1 by the Consulting En« 
gineer, 7 Tons would consist of 7 x 78 — 346 Cubic feet, and our re* 
ceipt per Waggon containing 7 Tons, according to the measurement pro* 
posad, would be Hupees 7*11 *6, instead of Rup*'es35-I1*8 between 
Madras end Areoi t tliat is tlial (be Railway would rrcoive, by such a 
system, soneibing less than one half thorate at which vra carry the 
lowest class of Goods, secording, cren to, the scale ordered to be adopt* 
ed by the Government. 

41. You will obse'vc that, whilst ii is proposcci that the system to 
bo pursued by measuroment in the carriage <if Colton, shall be that 
which would induce the dealers to screw their Cotton, so thst they 
might (taking the calculation of the Consulting F.ngiiieer) carry a 
Mnuud for the same charge they would now, under the system I pro* 
posed, by dead weight pny for about 50 Ibe, the Railway Company are 
to receive no benefit from auy cliaugc eflcctcd by on improved method 
of packing the article, but on the contrary, arc to carry an iocreased 
w*fight for* very much lets money. 

49. I think it wonld be much more simple and infinitely better to 
introduce a system by wliicb the grower, the dealer, the merchant, and 
the carrier should all participate in the advantages, and all pull together 
for mutual good. I submit to you that such would not be the case by 
admitting the principle laid down by tho Consulting Engineer; but by 
holding out the inducement that Cotton would be Carried at a lower 
rate, in proportion as tbe dealers could pack it more closely, so as to 
carry’a greater weight in each Waggon—say to tho extent of 7 Tons—it 
would act more cflvctoally than the intmducuon of the plan of mea« 
Burernent proposed. * 

43. In the 14th para, the Consulting Engineer obsorres They 
** would lbusbeenabled by the exercise of care and foresight to get their 
** Cotton carried at the cheapest rate*—•whichlsjust one half tbatat which it 
*' would be carried by tbe system you propoe e wh lie your waggons I oaded 
** with screw bsles charged at the lowest rate would earn (1 A. 7 P. x 160) 
Rnpeee 15*13*4 between Arcotabd Madras, instead of Rupees 14*5*6 
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** wliicb it appears from /our letter, i» tlie ma^mam amouut tliat could 
** be realised under the ajrateoi propoecd by jour Traffic Mana^r.** 

44. You wilt obacrre that 160 Maouds at 1-7 would yield Kupees 
15-13^ per wo^on between Madias and Arco^ being the equivalent 
for about C Tons of dead weighty and tltat the Consulting EDgioeer 
oburrea that the amount qf Rupees 15-13-4 for 6 Tone would be in¬ 
stead of Rupees 14-5>5 for Tona 3* 1C-1, which is given as the maximum 
amount that could be realised under the system proposed by your 
Traffic* manager, 'wliercaa the miAimum amount that eould be earned 
by a waggon on the plan proposed by me» as you will havo seen that.

It is spparent to me that a loss would be entailed upon ua at once, 
whilst, os before atatcil, itfb plan proposed would foreo us, if coUon 
were screwed, into carrying it at a still greater diaadvaoUge. 

45. Having in view ihc iuiportooce of (be subject set forth in the 
4th para of the Coosultiag Engineer a letter, 1 would earnestly recom¬ 
mend that the plan proposed by mo mey be sanctioned for the present, 
and be continued until circumstances would justify a change. 

46. 1 know that the plan projwsed by me ha* secured ibo cotton to 
the Railway, whilst I feel satisfied that if a scale of measurement had 
been adopted, we should, to say tbe least, bare had considerable diffi¬ 
culty in arriTing at the same ^result, if indeed it would have been 
at all practicable. 

47. 1 propose tbat we should secure (he cotton being forwarded 
by Railway, and to eflTecc tiiis 1 think it would be unwise to aim all at 
once in effecting too much, as would be tbe case if tbe proposal of the 
Conaulting Engineer should be adop(cd,aa ibc dealers would eery much 
diilike the plan by mea ureneut; and I cannot think it sound In prin¬ 
ciple to adopt a plan which would make the benefit derived by the dealer 
fail altogether on the Railway Company by compelling ui to cany 7 
Tons of Cotton for Um than half the sum which we find we can now 
ebtaiu for S Tons 16 Cwt. 1 Or.

3. After penuiiig Mr. Fietcber'a letter, 1 eee no reason to change, 
in the aligbteet degree, (he opinioni which I have given already on the 
subject, or to add aay (biog to the reasoninga contained in my letter to 
the Agoat, No. 142, of the dth February, aud my report to Oavomment 
No. 73, dated 3rd March. 

4. 11 is noecasary, however, to avoid tJko chance of misaoderetanding, 
that 1 should point out some erron into which Mr. Fletcher has fallen. 

5. In para 33, be give# a comparative statement of the caminga by 
his system and by that proposed by mo. In (lur first place, the amount of 
esmings by the Railway ia not the sole, or primary, ruosidcratioTi by 
which 1 should be influenced in arranging such nutters. In the next place, 
in his comparative atatccnent, be allows (by weight) 23 bales to a waggon 
in his calcuUcion, which is about 1000 cubic feet, Tho Locomotive 
superintendent, the proper authority, pves 800 cubic feet os the caparity 
of such waggons. I allowed 900, which would only give 22 baJet. The 
cemparisoa, therefore, U worth uothiag. 

0. In para 40 Mr. Fleieher U all wrong again. He says, if 
** cottm were screwed, as suggested by the Consultang En^noer, 7 tons 
** would couiut of 7 X 78 B 54G cubic feet, and our receipt* per 
** wag^n coDtaioing 7 tons, according to to the meastiremcnt pro* 
posed/’ &e., 

7. Mr. Hctehor ought to bare sees at oaee, (and certainly tho last 
para of my letter read with asy care would have ahewu hun, that it waa 
myiseaniag) that cotton scr e wed would bo carried as ** dead weight.” 
A waggon would, according to tbs Locomotive Superintendent, carry 160 
mannda, and tha esnungs from that load would be Rupees 13-13.4. 
The latt (47tb) pars of Mr. Fietcber'a letter loaes all its •force there* 
fore. 


6. The Compeoj would thus «sim more per wAgg^n« while under 
the s^e rule whieb gave them thie edeenthge, the owner would coxrj 
160 mauods between Madras and Aicot for a tridemore than* according 
to Mr. Fletcher's system* they could carry (S Ton»-l6 Maunds) 70 
maunds. 

9. With reference to the 24ih paro> 1 have to observe that I call 
the principle of dividing commoditiee* haring more or lees of specific 
graritj* into " dead" and ** measurement" weight, ** fundamental.'* A 
departure from this priuciplo b to be seen in Mr. Fletcher's proposition, 
hut no departure from the same cau possibly be involved in tbe mere 
varying of its application. This is constantly done in the case of shipping. 

10. The principle is meiiitavied, but iU application varied, by 
allowing for dlfl'ereut goods diflerout measurement. 

11. It will bo seen, tliat the whole of Mr. FleUbcr's arguments in 
favor of placing the cotton in tho Uglier elans are based on tlio assuinp> 
tion. that cotton will never bo screwed up country. Ho would, therefore, 
carry it on such* terms that they shall have no inducement to screw it i 
and that though they might,by screwing it, carry it with increasod profit 
to tho Railway for lialf the charge which he now proposes, ho would 
deny them the chance of ao doiog. 

IS. 1 believe myself, that when tbe Railways ore extondod some* 
what further towards tbe cotton districts, arrangements will bo made to 
screw the cotton in tho interior, if any advantage in the carriage can bo 
gained thereby; and if such is the case, it is clear that M r. Fletcher's 
proposal involves tho raising "of the charge for tbe conveyance of raw 
cotton 100 per cent, without any advantage whatever to the Railway 
Company.

Rend the following letter from WILLIAM HAMILTON CRAKE, 
E»<i. Cliainnurt of the Cliambcr of Commerce; to B. MALTB Y, Bsq. 
Acting Chief Secretary to OoTcmmcnt, dated June 1857. 

SlBi 

1. I have the lionor Uy dcvire of titc Oiombcr of Con\mereC| with 
reference to an Extract from tlic Minute* of Coniultatlon, <UiCed lllli 
October 1850, intimating thni the* prevent rate* for carriage of goodv 
by tSio Mudraa Railway were aanciioncd on llic underatancUng tUul they 
were to be ex]>ertmental only, and to be in force for one your from ilic 
opening of the Liue, and to be aubjeet to reviaion by Oovemmeut ut tho 
pirutioii of that period , and vtatlug (hat the cliu&gea propowd by tUu 
Cluiniber, in (heir CliuiriiiAn'* letter of 15tli August 1850, in the elaeu> 
(ication of gooda, will bo kept in view w'hen the subjpot of the rate^ and 
farea comes agnin under tho consideration of Government; the time for 
revising the Tariff of Cluirgcs for carriage of goodn by the Rail having 
•irrivod, to renew their reprcvcntalion of tlic nnoDUkliiw which exist in tliu 
jnx’sent elassirieation of good*; tlmr objectione to tho use <if the Indian 
Maund, bi»tca<l of the Engliali Avoirdupois, «a the standard of weight; 
and cheb rccohunendation that the Terminal Cliarge should he abolished, 
and a Hxed net rate be adopted for each clas of goods. 

3. That with regard to the first point, viz. the clusai8cation of 
Gouda, as the Government, in the Extract before mentioned, were j>lcasod 
to say that the changes proposed by the Chamber will lie kept in view 
wlien the subject comcn again under their eonaideratiou, (hey will not 
dwell fuTtber ujion it at present \ but that with regard to the two otlicr 
points, ris. the siaudard of weight and the tcrmiual charge, tlio Cliam* 
her beg respectfully to submit tlic following obser%*ationa^ 

lit. Tho standard of weight.^Orcat complaints arc made not. only 
hy European but also by Naliro Merchants and Traders against the 
present system, as involving a moat intricate calculation, and tlicy 
ace uuaniiQoualy in favour of (ho adoption of the English standard in lieu 
of it. That such would appear to have been adopted by (he Bombay Rail* 
way Company, and consequently tho Madras Public feel warranted in de¬ 
manding a similar concession. ^ 

3ud. The terminal charge.—This also iuTolvcs an intricate calcula¬ 
tion, and telb heavily upon Goods carried short distanc^. Jla mainte- 
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lusce can be of no poseiUe object* now that the ntce for carriage are 
to be revised, as it gan be amatgamAted wil^ the latter; the Chamber 
are therefore induced again to urge iU abolition. 

3. WhUat on the eubject of ratce. the Chfinbrr dealro brieflj to 
allude to the remarks made hy the Coniulting Kngiiiocr for Railways 
in bis letter to 0ovemreenK» under date of d4th September 1856, a copy 
of which accompanied the Extract from die Minutes of Consultation now 
under notice, on the changes proposed by tlie Chamber. Colonel Pears 
assumed that the Cltambcr recommended an increase in the existing 
rates; hut if due regard bad been given to the fact that they proposed 
to transfer a number of articles from the sceond to the lint class, to in* 
crease tbe weight from 8d| to 100 lUa, and to abolish llto icrmsn^ charge, 
it would have been found that, altbougli iKore was an apparent increase 
in the rates, in reality the Mcrchsiit would pay inucli the same as at pro* 
sent, for the transport of his goods, talcing otic nriiclo with anotlier. 

4. Tbe Chamber bad occasion, in the latter pert of last year, to 
bring to tlie notice of the Ageut of the Railway, the great iueoiivenicnce 
experienced by tbe Public under tlie present arrangement of running tlic 
Trains, which does not allow of a i>assonger proceeding to Areot and 
returning tu Madius on the same day ; and they understand that it was 
proposed to obviate tbis by running uuAed Trains, instead of separate 
Passenger and Goods Trains, at tJic same rate of speed (iW Miles per 
hour) as for tlic former ; but that the proposition did not meet the sane* 
lion of Government. Tbe adrantagoa of such an arrangement, as fur as 
the Public is concerned, arc niaiiife&t; whilst the Chajnber arc not aware 
that the objections to it are of such n nature as to compel Goverument 
to withhold their sanctiou to the loctisure; tliey feel assured, however, 
that the mutter will receive tho attention it merits wlicn the present 
working of the Madras Railway sliall come again under coiisidcrntion.

I have itie honor to Bchuowle^t^ the rocei|)t of'an Extract from 
MinutAtofConaultation.mtlifth'inaneialRailway Dopurtroonc.

S. My Report, on the above lubjecl, was forwarded yesterday, prior 
to the receipt of this orde , 

3. There appean nothiug, bowe>‘er, in the letter from the Cham¬ 
ber that lecou to call for notice bere, their oploiena on the clawifiea- 
tion aod Termiual charge haring been kept in view by me when prepar¬ 
ing my Report. 

4. In regard to (be onsed trains advocated by the Chaiobcr, it 
would appear that they are not aware of the objections to such a mode of 
carrying on the traffic, that they arc also unaware of, or hare overlooked, 
(he fact of ils costing more to more tbrir goods at SO mile» an hour than 
10 ; and that, however eonreoient it may be to one or two mdiriduals tu 
liave a second train in a dsy, it is possible—rif not, as 1 believe, certain— 
that, at the present passenger charges, there would not be a sufficient addi¬ 
tion of traffic cTc*te<l by tbc acceod Iraln, io eoinpcnaate fer the miaebief 
done by carrying the goods at high speed, and for ibe risk and discomfort 
in conveying passei)|scxa and goods (ugeiber. 

5. If the passenger raUs ate reduced, as 1 propose, a large increase 
in the paaaeoger traffic will follow, and at least one more daily train bo 
nacesaary; and the eoavenKOCO now sought for by the Chamber will be 
provided without so palpable an inCringameot of a fundamental principle, 
as the running of mixed trams at high spaed.

Rood also the following letter and Memo: from tlic Consulting Eu- 
gincer. 

(Here enter 8rd and 8th July 18.57, No. S16.) 

1. In the first of the communicatjona nhovc recorded, the Consul* 
ting Engineer submits, with his observations, a letter from the Agent niid 
Manager of the Railway Compjny, ajid the papers connected with jt, 
on the subject of the cloisification of Goods and the revision of the 
present scrilc of chain's, for the couTcjanec of Passengers and Goo<ls, on 
the Madras Rai)\v.*iy. 

2. The important questions, of which these pajiers treat, are so 
fully discussed in the report of the Consulting Engineer, that the Go* 
vcciiment deem it mincccssiry, in this plate, to enter into ojiy detailed 
notice of the pro|>ositiona sobnytted by the Railway Authorities and 
C’oloQcl i'ears, and of the orgumenu ou winch they are founded. 

It will lie sulBcient to observe tluit the views taken, and (lie coarse 
proposed, by the ilaiUvay Officers and the Consulting Engineer, ore 
directly opposed U> each other>basctl upon totally diflerent riows of the 
same question. 

3. In the eorrosponclencc, wliicb hoa already passed, with the Honor* 
Wble the Court of Directors 00 the subject of the Hates and Fares for 
the Railway liore, the Govemmeot havo repeatedly expressed llicir 
enUre enneurronee In the principles on which Colonel Fean* reasoning 
is fouaded \ they do not think it necessary, therefore, to do more, on the 
present occasion, than to forward the whole correspondence to the Ho¬ 
norable Court, and to recommend that, as suggested by Colonel Pears, U 
may be laid before men conversaAt with such matters and unprejudiced, 
in view to d.eir opinious bcirg obtained before arnTing at a final decision 
ou the question. 
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4. In Hie mean while, as the iriews of the Gorernment and of tlia 
Knilway Authorities urc so utterly at varianee, the Governor in Council 
considers that the best course to pursue would be to leave the present 
Rates and Furcs in force, until tbe questions eon ho fully discussed and 
finally determined by the Honorable Court and the Ruuid of Directors 
of the Railway Company.

At the head of tlicsc proceedings to tbe Oovcrnmeni of India for tlioir 
cotisidention. *

England and WaUt. —Tha arere^ fare of lit \[3UaB waa reduced 
from S'lld. par mlla in 1858 to SOOd. in 1855. 

The receipt perpncaanger dacraaaad frotft 54*95(1., is die former year, 
to 44*8fld. in 1855, hut the receipt per mile, the great poiat, increased 
from 879£ to 400£. 

The 5rd Class fare was reduced from 0*87d. iu 1858, to 0'8€d. in 
185.5. 

The receipt ** per peeeengcr" fell from 18*d8d. to 18d. ia 1855, but 
the receipt per mile mcreased Urgaly, i. e. from £350, to £483. 

Scotland the only instanca, in which the same results 
are not shown, wee in tbo followiag. The second class fares were re¬ 
duced from I'dld. 111^858, to 1*43^. in 1855, and the receipt per mile 
fell from 177£ to 145£, hot there had been at tha same time a very 
large reduction in the charge for 1st claas, followed by an increase in 
tha receipt per mile for that class. Of this Captain Gelton says ** This 
** diminution of receipts may perhaps bo due to the fact that there is 
** very little differrace between the average &re per mile for Itt end 
** 8Qd class passengen, and a great diflerence between the average fare of 
** second and 3rd class paaseDgeri,*' and elsewhere, the faxes at which 
drd class passengers in England and Scotland have been carried have 
also been reduced \ the average distance travelled by this class does 
** not however appear to have diminished \ hut the receipts per mile 
have lorgely increased.'* 

Imland. —In Ireland we find the following expenments and results r 
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These facte are very iostruetive ; they show that, as a general mle, 
a rise in tJie lures was followed by a reduetloa in the aggregate receipt 
per mile of Railway. In all c as es but one, jrherein the lares were reduced, 
the receipt j»«r passengen, as a matter of course, fell, but the aggregate 
receipts increased, as a consequence of the targe Increase in the number 
LiKiked. or such experience Captain Gal ton writes. 

** In Ireland the sTerage fore per mil^ and the receipts of 1st C)D»«a 
l>;<KRcngcrs have npt enried much, the fare of 2nd sod drd Class passen¬ 
gers and the receipts per pasaoiiger appeikr to have been increased ; but 
the receipts per mile have diminished.*'
